OW that we've practically completed the 


conquest of the unexplored parts of the 


earth's surface, and have made a good start at 
exploring the air, more scientists are turning 
their curiosity toward that most mysterious part 
of the world—the bottom of the ocean. 


The submarine is being perfected and you 


may live to see the day when you can fake a trip 
"20.000 Leagues Under the Sea" and at a great 
depth. 


For the present most of us must be satis- 


fied with submarine movies taken by automatic 
camera lowered in the ocean. 
* * * * 


Conquest of the oceans began in prehistoric 


days when men first ventured from shore in 
canoes made of rawhide or hollowed-out logs. 
It was not until 1521 that Magellan, first man 
to sail around the world, made his trip. In 1921 
\ve have the ocean's surface, with exception of 
polar regions, fully explored and charted. Con- 
quest of the ocean's depths has made rapid 
strides since the great Challenger expedition of 
18/3-1876, when it was learned that the average 
depth of the ocean is two and a half miles, with 
a great hole rlcar New Zealand more than six 
miles deep. 
* * * * 


Exploration of the ocean's depths will be 


•verv difficult because no light penetrates beyond 
3,000 feet. This was learned by sinking photo- 
graphic plates to various depths and automatic- 
ally exposing them. The water down there is 
nearly freezing. The combination is one of 
•eternal night and eternal winter, yet out of that 
came the first life that stirred on earth, and in 
it life still flourishes. At a depth of three miles 
the pressure is two and a hall tons to the square 
inch. In that terrific pressure, animal life ex- 
ists in abundance—frail, delicate creatures that 
could be crashed in a child's hand. 
But the 


deep-sea inhabitants avoid crushing because they 
are spong-like, water saturating and flowing 
through them constantly. But lower a railroad 
lie to that depth and it comes back so compress- 
ed that it won't float on the surface. 
On ex- 


tremely long legs the deep-sea creatures walk 
ever the ooze that floors the ocean. They have 
no currents to oppose except a very slow one 
from the poles to the equator. Densely popu- 
lated by animal life, the ocean's depths have no 
plant life because there is no light. 


# * * * 


Even at the bottom of the ocean you find 


the first phases of developing, evolutionary in- 
telligence. The sea-urchin is covered with snap- 
ping blades which bite the attacking star-fish. 
But the starfish, instead of retreating, allows it- 
self to be bitten and then wrenches off the blades 
one by one until the urchin is completely dis- 
armed. ''It is a mystery-" savs Prof. J. Arthur 
Thomson, British scientist, "that a fish without 
brains or nerve centers should have learned so 
much." So far, the biggest discovery about 
deep-sea 'exploration is that there is no depth 
limit to life. There, as on the dry land and in the 
air, life*—mysterious and remarkable force— 
survives by adapting itself to environment. 


What's So Delicate?
